Teacher tenure came under fire 
and became an unexpected hot issue 
at the annual town meeting when it 
reached the floor Tuesday night. 

An article proposed by Dr, 
Richard A, Katz, chairman of the 
school committee, asked the town’s 
permission to petition the legis- 
to abolish the present 
teacher tenure law. 

Following considerable debate, 
it was passed by a majority vote. 

Present laws dictate that after 
a teacher is elected three con- 
secutive times, he attains tenure 
and can not be removed without

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due cause. 

Dr. Katz pointed out that the 
petition to the legislature would 
not, in effect, result in the com- 
plete abolition of tenure, but might 
lead to some reform. 

He said he felt that some reform 
is needed because at present it is 
virtually impossible to remove a 
teacher or an administrator once 
the tenure’ status has been 
achieved, 

Gerald Silverman, a junior high 
school department head, opposed 
the move and toldthe voters, ‘‘look 
to our city across the river and 
see the results of a coach who was 
ousted because he was not on the 
right side of the political fence.” 

He said that the tenure laws 
were on the books to protect the 
professional person and contended 
that teachers have rights to be 
active politically and in labor- 
management relationships, without 
suffering possible recrimination. 

Silverman also felt the school 
committee has the right to remove 
a teacher or administrator under

the present tenure law. 

Dr. Albert J. Greenberg of the 
Finance Committee supported the 
article, noting that when the col- 
lective bargaining law came into 
effect a few years back, this 
afforded protection to the teacher.

In the process of hiking their 
municipal ‘financial responsibility 
the voters also adopted a dog 
control law, as opposed to a dog 
leash law, rejected two-acre 
zoning and deferred action onpro- 
viding parking in the downtown 
area. 

Beginning on Saturday morning 
at 9:30, the meeting ran until al- 
most 5 p.m., then came back on 
Monday from 7:30 to 11 p.m. and 
finally finished action on the 58- 
article warrant about midnight on 
Tuesday. 

The voters decided, by a 
majority vote to save a dollar on 
the tax rate this year, by using 
more money from the free cash 
account as recommended by the 
Finance Committee. 

Town Manager RichardJ. Bowen 
had suggested that only $370,800 
be taken from the free cash account 
to reduce the tax rate. This would 
have given the town a $10 increase 
in the tax rate making the levy 
per thousand $41. 

The finance committee argued 
for use of $550,800 in free cash 
which would result ina $9 increase. 

The voters backed the FinCom. 

The particular article was de- 
scribed by Bowen as the ‘‘most 
critical in the warrant.’’ He said 
that use of less free cash would 
assist the town next year in re- 
ducing its tax burden, noting that 
use of additional funds a year ago 
resulted in atleast $1 of this year’s 
tax hike.

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The subject o1 education ws 
considerably debated at the annual 
town meeting this year, somewhat 
successful to the educators, and 
in other cases not quite so suc- 
cessful. 

The school department budget 
was approved, following con- 
siderable debate, approval was 
granted to expansion of the re- 
gional vocational school, acquisi- 
tion of school sites had an af- 
firmative feeling of the session, 
but a planning grant of $90,000 to 
add to the Central school was re- 
jected. 

As the town meeting trudged 
through the budget on Saturday, 
the school budget became a matter 
of controversy, with the item deal- 
ing with the addition of teaching 
personnel to the system the most 
debated. 

Dr. Richard A. Katz defended the 
need for the additional personnel 
and the overall budget totalling 
$4,735,187 was approved. Also 
approved on Saturday was the 1968 
Andover contribution to the Great- 
er Lawrence, Regional Vocational 
Technical High school at a cost 
of $71,449. 

Saturday’s session concluded 
following considerable discussion 
concerning the acquisition of 
school sites. Originally placed 
in the warrant were nine sites and 
a total cost of $1,000,000. 

Following lengthy discussionthe 
meeting adjourned shortly before 
5 p.m. Saturday with the feeling 
that coming back Monday night 
they would be able to act on the 
matter in better fashion. 

At the meeting Monday night, the 
voters appropriated $400,000 to 
acquire six sites, with $358,000 of 
the amount to be bonded. Con- 
sidered in the acquisition are sites 
in West Andover, including pro- 
perty owned by Harry Axelrodnear 
the Internal Revenue Service build- 
ing. 

In a supplemental warrant, taken 
up within the town meeting action 
Monday night, the town became the 
second in the district to give its 
approval to expansion of the vo- 
cational school on River Road. 

Lawrence had previously ap- 
proved of the expansion. Andover 
is the first town to give its ap- 
proval of the proposed addition. 

Fred S. Tarbox chairman of the 
vocational school committee ad- 
dressed the meeting Monday night, 
as did James Booth, superinten- 
dent-director of the school. 

They explained the need for new 
programs and increased space at 
the school and asked the town to 
approve the proposal. Both ex- 
plained that with the addition, and 
the increased reimbursement from 
the state, the town would be pay- 
ing less in future years for opera- 
tion of the facility. 

Voters then approved the addi- 
tion to the school by an almost 
unanimous vote. 

North Andover and Methuen, also 
in the district, must also approve 
the proposal. 

The educators did not do so well 
on an article which would have 
provided planning funds for an ex- 
pansion of the Central school. 

An article which originally had 


provide plans for a $1,400,000 
addition which would provide 12 
classrooms, a kindergarten and 
core facilities. 

Discussed at length, a final vote 
failed to provide the two-thirds 
majority necessary to appropriate 
the money. 

Thus plans for any school ad- 
ditions are now put off until at 
the least the October town meeting.

He 
praised both incoming and out- 
going commanders, making spec- 
ial note that the 1st Brigade has 
a winning team, an outstanding 
combination of staff and line 
troops. 

In addressing the members of 
his new command, Hayward re- 
ferred to the fine combat record 
of the 1st Brigade, then added, ‘‘It 
has been said that to stand still 
is to move backward. I certain- 
ly do not intend to stand still. 
With the co-operation of the ex- 
cellent 1st Brigade staff we will 
make every effort to improve on 
an already outstanding record.’’ 

Hayward’s previous military 
awards include a Silver Star, Le- 
gion of Merit, Bronze Star for 
Heroism and two Purple Hearts.

Without use of free cash, the 
increase would have been to 
$43.06, Bowen advised the meeting. 

Dr. Albert J. Greenberg, chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, 
advised the taking of the larger 
amount and the voters by a wide 
majority approved of taking $9 out 
of their pocket this year rather 
than $10 and facing the music a 
year from now. 

Debated at some length Tuesday 
night were two key issues, the dog 
leash law, and two-acre zoning. 

The town approved of a dog con- 
trol law - a more liberal enforce- 
ment of the care and custody of 
canines in the community. 

The dog control law as opposed 
to the leash law, allows the dog 
officer to pick up dogs under cer- 
tain conditions. The leash law 
approved a year ago, but without 
funds to properly enforce the re- 
gulations, makes it emphatic that 
dogs must be on a leash when out- 
side private property. 

With the passing of the more 
liberal regulations, the money to 
be acted upon in the budget for a 
dog officer, a dog pound and a 
vehicle to pick up straying canines 
was eliminated. 

As for two-acre zoning, Town 
Manager Bowen advocated it to 
control the growth of the town. 
He said he felt that such a re- 
gulation would protect the town 
from mushrooming growth with 
the resultant need for services, 
additional schools, etc. 

Arguing against the motion were 
several persons who contended that 
two acre lots were unmanageable, 
would be too expensive to purchase 
and maintain, and also that present 
cluster zoning regulations in town 
permit additional homes in less 
than zoned areas. 

Selectman William Stewart 
argued strongly against the pro- 
posal stating that Andover’s young 
people would be unable to build 
here when they married. He con- 
cluded, ‘‘show me a town without 
young people and I will show you 
a dying town,”’’

formed the TOWNSMAN. 

The school department, which 
was informed over the weekend, 
and received official notification 
Monday afternoon, announced that 
full-day sessions will begin in both 
Bancroft and South Schools the 
week of March 24. 

Bancroft kindergartens will 
operate in the morning, Super- 
intendent of Schools Edward I. 
Erickson announced, while the 
South School kindergartens, which 
have met in the morning since 
September, will shift to afternoon 
‘sessions as planned. 

Supplies, equipment, and books 
are now being moved into the 
building, and furniture being 
placed. Bancroft teachers are 
spending their mornings getting 
themselves and their effects 
settled into the new building, then 
dashing back to South School to 
teach their classes in the after- 
noons. 

Sometime next week, the pupils 
will be brought to the school in 
grade-level groups for the orien- 
tation in new open concept sur- 
roundings which Principal Earl 
Simon says is necessary before 
full-school occupancy begins. 

Neither Erickson nor Simon 
would be pinned down as to the 
exact first day of school, but said 
that parents would be informed. 

Erickson pointed to the number 
of items that had to be accom- 
plished before school could be- 
gin; repair of a roof leak by 
Leominster, placement of all 
equipment, teacher and pupil 
orientation, removal of snow from 
all exits, and otherwise assuring 
that public safety requirements 
are met. A certificate of occu- 
pancy from the state board of 
public safety is necessary before 
any school can open. 

School officials said it was 
possible that this might mean the 
first day of school would be later 
in the week than Monday, March 24; 
but they did not anticipate this. 
They also said that quick accom- 
plishment of all requirements 
could make at least a dry-run 
occupancy of the building by the 
entire school possible at the end 
of next week. Erickson em- 
phasized that school officials were 
‘cat least as anxious as parents 
to end double sessions and start 
school in Bancroft.”’ 

The state’s inspector of public 
safety toured the building Tuesday

with Building Committee Chair- 
man Lloyd: He will reappear today 
to check off a last list of safety 
requirements, some of which the 
inspector proposed to the building 
committee for the first time on 
Tuesday. 

Long-suffering Lloyd, who 
called February’ s mammoth snow- 
fall the first act of God in 
Bancroft’s several delays, found 
that the heavens had fallen in again 
when he arrived on site with the 
safety inspector. Scaffolding which 
the contractor had left on the roof 
yielded to the weight of snow, the 
nails pulled loose and the scaf- 
folding slid down to crash through 
a skylight in the hall near the 
kindergarten. Assistant Super- 
intendent for Elementary Schools 
Vaughn I, Clapp assured the 
TOWNSMAN that even though snow 
was involved, Lloyd had not blamed 
this one onGod, but on Leominster.

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Editorial Comment 


Reform 


The annual town meeting which started on Saturday, and 
was continued, needs some attention by the residents of 
this community. 

The TOWNSMAN commented a week ago that it would not 
make mention of the fact that this form of government has 
outgrown itself, due to the population of the town. : 

This week, we feel we must make some comment on the 
annual town meeting and ask that some study be made by 
either a special appointive committee or by the selectmen, 
that some change is definitely needed. 

Saturday, working from 9:30 in the morning until close to 
5 in the afternoon, the voters of this community managed 
to pass action on only ten of 57 articles in the town meet- 
ing warrant. ° 

They returned Monday night to act on some more, and 
yet another session was needed. 

Suggestion that the representative form of town meeting 
be instituted here in Andover, we are assured, .would be a 
most controversial issue. 

But, we feel, the time has come to evaluate the trans- 
action of this community’s annual business. 

The traditional New England town meeting is, indeed, 
the true Democratic process, but in this day and age, it 
appears to be becoming unwieldy. 

A true representative type of town meeting, might easily 
solve the problems of the extended town meetings. There 
are charters existing in Lexington, Concord and other

Some Thoughts 


Speaking of the annual town meeting, brings to mind 
that while this year’s session was fairly well attended, 
there were many things to be desired. : 

Transferring the session to the high school gymnasium, 
to our way of thinking, did not work out as well as might 
have been anticipated, 

First of all, the acoustics were terrible. It was difficult 
for persons to hear in many sections of the large room. 
This, we understand, is due to some improvements being 
made in the sound system by the firm which originally in- 
stalled the equipment. Temporary equipment is being used 
at present and certainly was far from adequate. 

Secondly, the parking situation was abominable. ‘Some 
persons were compelled to leave their cars a considerable 
distance from the town meeting site. In this era of the 
emphasis on physical fitness, one might assume that such 
activity is beneficial — only to those who are used to it 
and accustomed to such activity. For the older persons 
and those not in good physical condition, it was an effort 
to get to the gymnasium. 

There was also the dragged out discussion of many 
issues, resulting in the annual session being extended to 
midnight on Tuesday. This, we feel, could be eliminated 
by a little more control by the moderator. 

Atty. Arthur Williams told the voters that as long as he 
was moderator, he would allow all persons to be heard on 
the issues. ° 

We feel there should be limited debate and some control 
exercised on the length of discussion. We do not choose 
to disenfranchise any voter, under the present form of 
government, but feel there must be some limitation. 

Other communities manage to transact municipal busi- 
ness, with even larger warrants, than Andover has been 
doing — notably North Andover which this year just might 
have to adjourn to a second session, but we would not 
risk making a definite prediction with the knowledge of 
Moderator Arthur Thompson’s ability at handling town 
meetings, - 

The Memorial Auditorium, where the session finally 
ended, is much better than the high school gymnasium, we 
think, althqugh fully cognizant of the fact that large 
crowds could present problems. 

Possibly closed circuit television could solve some 
problems in this area — allowing other rooms within the 
school building to be used to accommodate a large 
gathering. 

Lastly, we might comment, and we mean no offense to 
anyone, we find that a gymnasium, -by any other designa- 
tion, is still a gymnasium. ‘At the time of adjournment on 
Saturday after a full day of occupancy, one might have 
thought a basketball game had just ended. 

It was still a gym, with all its ramifications.

areas in this state which could be studied. ‘These forms, 
lend themselves to allowing representatives to express 
the feelings and vote according to the dictates of the 
people they represent. 

There are those who fear that town employees would 
suddenly take over the town, as is the case in some com- 
munities with representative type town meetings. 

We feel that every person is entitled to represent their 
community, regardless of their station in life. We also feel 
that Andover has a responsible electorate which would 
selectively choose those who would represent them at town 
meeting. 

To extend the annual town meeting over such lengthy 
sessions, is to make the business of attending to town 
affairs a matter which is time consuming, for one thing. To 
drag it on, lends itself to failing to give all persons an 
opportunity to act on the issues, since not all persons are 
available when the sessions are held. 

We feel that attention to town affairs has now become a 
tremendous responsibility and one which might be better 
served by responsible representatives — Representatives 
who would listen to their constituents in the areas they 


serve, and bring that feeling to town meeting. 
In this way, town business could be processed more 
smoothly, and the feelings of the town still made clear. :

*‘This quantity (1 ppm of fluori- 
dated water) poses no safety pro- 
blem if it is the only source of 
added fluoride’’-- 

But it is not the only source- 
far from it - There is scarcely 
a corner of our United States 
which is free from additional 
sources of fluoride as a result 
of pollution from car exhausts- 


chimneys of coalburning furnaces- © 


oil refineries-stee] mills-.alumi- 
num plants-phosphate plants-cop- 
per smetters-glass, brick and ce- 
ramic tile works-many foods and 
beverages processed with fluori- 
dated water-herbicides and pesti- 
cides (which are found now in all 
our food) and pharmaceuticals in- 
clude fluoride. In addition, fluo- 
ride occurs naturally in many 
foods--so no one knows whether 
or not one is ingesting a dan- 
gerous amount of fluoride-- 

The Reserch Council of Canada 
has found that an adults’ individ- 
ual intake of fluorine in a fluori- 
dated community now varies from 
2 to 5 milligrames a day--a dan- 
gerous amount according to our 
own U.S. Public Health Service-- 
and yet the drive to fluoridate all 
our water supplies continues. 

It is a dangerous and shameful 
situation and we trust that our 
local legislators will examine the 
growing body of evidence point- 
ing to the dangers of fluoridation 
and will pass legislation to out- 
law it in Massachusetts.

Cash Balance 


Massachusetts cashbalance 
dropped $9.3 million last month, 
State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane 
noted today in his latest monthly 
report on the financial condition 
of the Commonwealth. 

He reported the February cash 
balance as $71,075,929.02 as com- 
pared to January’s cash balance 
of $80,433, 578.83. This, Treasurer 
Crane pointed out, resulted from 
the fact that February’s disburse- 
ments exceeded the month’s re- 
ceipts to that extent. 

February’s disbursements, he 
added, were $250,051,049. while 
the month’s receipts were only

Students Aid Biafra Effort 


A group of Student Activity Cen- 
ter and other Andover High school 
students are determined to raise 
money to help ward off further 
starvation in Nigeria-Biafra. 
Their efforts are beginning to suc- 
ceed, after weeks of working their 
way through the snafus of adult 
red tape. 

An eight mile publicity march 
Sunday marked the end of the red 
tape and the beginning of the S.A.C. 
town-wide door-to-door UNICEF 
Food for Nigeria-Biafra Drive. 
Within 24 hours, the students had 
collected $689.20 and the support 
ofmany adults who will have torun 
to keep up with the organized con- 
cern of the Student Activity Cen- 
ter, supported by their director, 
James Carroll. 

On Sunday’s mid-day march 
were 34 high school students, led 
by Regan Unsoeld and other S.A.C. 
members, Schuyler Royce repre- 
senting Phillips Academy, a large 
group of Sunday School children 
who marched the first hour with 
their adult supervisors, and little 
Thomas Dengler, who marchedthe 
entire eight miles. 

The board of selectmen were 
the first to bless S.A.C.’s efforts 
to organize adrive to collect money 
for the thousands of civilian vic- 
tims of the Nigeria-Biafra war. 

Before that, the students had 
suffered setback after setback, 
beginning with the refusal of the 
principal and superintendent to 
break with a years-old ruling per- 
mitting only three previously 
designated ‘‘outside’’ drives in 
the schools. The school com- 
mittee postponed action, although 
Committeewoman Mrs. Virginia 
Cole urged quick approval, saying 
‘*How can we adults expect to teach 
young people to get involved if we 
refuse when they get an idea like 
this, to let them carry through on 
it? This wasn’t on outside drive; 
the idea came from the student 
themselves!’’ 


The young people’s frustration 
reached its peak with the dis- 
approval of the drive by the so- 
licitation control committee of the 
Greater Lawrence Chamber of 
Commerce, which said the stu- 
dent and organization were very 
worth while, but ‘‘ did not represent 
what could be called a community 
benefit,’’ as they benefited ‘‘mainly 
a specific group and should be sup- 
ported by the members thereof and 
not by the general public.’’ Short- 
ly after that the selectmen made 
their favorable decision and con- 
tinued with plans for the publicity 
march and the door-to-door can- 
vass. Receipts will be given for 
all contributions contributed to 
UNICEF and S,A.C. leaders hope 
that persons net at home when 
student .canvassers collect will 
send their donations to James 
Carroll, director, student activity 
center, Andover High school. 

S.A.C. has thanked the selectmen 
for their support, the First Cal-

It was further agreed that the 
chamber and the FinCom would 
get together and discuss proposals, 
with the thought of making a re- 
commendation to the October town 
meeting. 

Additional funds were provided 
for the public safety center. 

The voters approved, 545-45, 
an additional $115,000 to adequate- 
ly equip the building. 

Selectman Sidney P. White, who 
proposed a year ago that a new 
safety center could be built within 
the appropriation, explained to the 
meeting that additional funds were 
needed and that it still would be a 
reasonable request, noting that 
additional square footage had been 
obtained through the new plans, at 
an economical cost. The total cost, 
he said, was $613,000 - a figure 
which Town Manager Bowen said 
was actually $628,000 - but was 
still considerably less than the 
building proposed and rejected by 
the 1968 town meeting. 

One article which had some 
tough sledding was a request for 
$20,000 to dredge and clear land 
for water storage at Haggetts pond. 

It was finally approved by a 
majority vote, following Water 
Supt. Donald Bassett advising the 
voters that such storage was 
necessary to clean the water con- 
ditions. . 

‘If you don’t approve it, please 
don’t call. me next summer and 
complain about dirty water, dirty 
teeth and the men going to work 
dirty because of the color of the 
water.”’ 

With that the voters cast their 
approval. 

Attendance was comparatively 
good during the three sessions. 
There were 946 recorded at the 
Saturday session, 838 on Monday 
night and 576 at the concluding 
Tuesday session.
